This sacrifice is 

s0 great and the victory so correspondingly 

great that it threatens to give Japan a pre- 

ponderating position in the far east, such 
as no one anticipated when the war began. 

“Therefore the war no longer concerns 
Japan and Russia alone, but all the countries 

having interests in the far east, particularly 
Great Britain, France, and the United States, 

who should together adopt means tostop the 

war before either party secures such an 

overshadowing victory as to make her in- 

contestably master of the far east.” 

The foregoing statement was made in the 

highest French quarters:in the earnest hope 

that it would attract the serious considera- 
tion of American public men and officials. 3 


No Present Move for Peace. | 

The French government is not aware of 
any present movement for mediation in the 
war.. This statement, coming from the high- 
est quarters, was made in response to in- 
quiries regarding renewed reports of peace 
movements. 

One report gives sensational prominence 
to a statement attributed to a high French 
official that Emperor William intends to 
‘offer Russia Germany’s good offices, The 
foreign office; which is the most authoritative 
source of official information, is not aware 
of such a movement and does not credit its 
reality. 

Another report in a London daily news- 
paper says France is about to offer Russia 
her mediation. The officials here specifically 
deny that France is taking any step and they 
explain the following method of originatin 
such reports. 


Based on Newspaper Story. 

The Petit Parisien, a local paper, recently 
published an editorial favoring European 
mediation. The following day a London 
daily used this editorial as the basis for an 
announcement that the French government 
was about to tender its mediation. 

The foreign office here notified the Petit 
Parisien that its statements were not war- 
ranted and that the London deductions were 
false. But the story had gained sufficient 
headway to be published throughout Europe. 

The fact is that France is ready and anx- 
fous to offer mediation whenever there is 
the slightest chance that it. will be accept-' 
able or effective, but Foreign Minister Del- 
casse and other officials regretfuliy feel that 
no such effort. can succeed at the present 
time. 


Czar Wants Victory First. 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—It is learned in con- 
nection with the revival of the rumors of 
mediation that Emperor Nicholas only re- 
cently announced in the most positive terms 
that he would not permit peace negotiations 
-even should Port Arthur fall and Gen. Kou-. 
ropatkin be driven back to Harbin. 

This fact, well understood in official cir- 
cles, has prevented the British government 
from taking any steps in the direction of . 
mediation. 

It is known here that Germany under- 
stands this attitude of the emperor as well 
as Great Britain and other powers. There- 
fore the reports from Paris that Emperor 
William is prepared to suggest peace are dis- 
missed as groundless, for the present, at 
least. 

If Gen. Keuropatkin, however, should win 
a decisive victory at Liaoyang, which Mm a 
measure would restore Russian prestige, it 
is believed here that the restoration of peace 
would undoubtedly be materially facilitated.

CZAR’S GRATITUDE TO HIS ARMY. 


Emperor of Russia Provides 100 Free 
‘Scholarships for Children of Sold 
iers and Sailors. . | 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 27.—An imperial 
decree has been published directing that, in 
commemoration of the czarevitch’s birth, a 
sum of money shall be aseigned from the 
imperial privy purse sufficient to found 100 
scholarships. 

These are to be divided equally between 
naval and military educational establish- 
ments. 

The scholarships are to be named after 
the emperor and empress and awarded to 
children of deserving soldiers and sailors 
killed or wounded in the war. 

The decree also directs that the adminis- 
tration of the imperial estates shall devote 
the annual interest accruing from the sum 
of $1,000,000 for the support, in the name of 
the whole imperial family, of families of sol- 
diers and sailors—the money to be used pre- 
ferably for the education of their children. 

On Aug. 24 the emperor telegraphed to Gen. 
Kouropatkin as follows: 

** During the christening of the czarevitch, 
the czarina and myself requested the army 
and navy in our hearts to stand sponsors for 
his imperial highness. May God preserve 
during the czarevitch’s whole life the moral 
bonds between him and all ranks of the army 
and navy, from the commanders to the sol- 
diers and seamen, who are dear to me and to 
Russia, and who have proved their love for 
the fatherland and the sovereign by their 
eelf-sacrifices and exploits while suffering 
privations and encountering extreme dan- 
/gers.,’” | 


BUY WAR STUFF IN AMERICA. 


Japanese Agents Said to Be Loading a 
Steamer with Field Artillery, Ammu- 
nition, and Shrapnel Shell 


Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 27.—[Special. ]—

JAPAN NOTIFIES POWERS RUSSIA 
MUST DISARM SHIPS 
Mikado’s Envoy at Washington Ad- 
dresses a Formal Note to State De- 
partment Stating That Uniess Ves- 
sels Which Took Refuge in Chinese 
Port Are Dismantled Forthwith the 
Tokio Government Will Be Forced 
to Take Steps to Protect Its Interests 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—Japan has ad-

BIG STRIKES COSTING THOUSANDS 
OF DOLLARS WEEKLY. ~— 


Four of Biggest Industries in the Coun- 
try Are Affected by Troubles tn 

Which Question of Wages Is Only a 
. Seeondary Consideration—New York 
Hast Suffer Most from Difficul- 
ties—Fall River Textile Industries 
Interrupted. 


New York, Aug. 27.—{Special.]—More than 
100,000 wage earners are idle as the result 
-0f strikes and lockouts affecting four prom- 
. inent industries, regarding which statistics 
have been collected by the World. Prob- 
ably a8 many more have been thrown out of 
employment during the last month by the 
wave of industrial discord and depression 
which seems to be sweeping atross the 
country. 

New York is chiefly interested in the 
trouble in the building trades. The beef 
strike also has its effect here, though from 
the industrial standpoint it has been much 
more serious in Chicago and other western 
cities. The other two industries referred to 
are the cotton mills of New England and 
the anthracite coal mines of Pennsylvania. 

The building ‘tieup in this city is now upon 
its fifth week. Unlike the troubles of, the 
other industries referred to, this has nothing 
to do with questions of hours of wages. In 
‘Most respects it .is merely a contest for su- 
premacy between rival labor leaders and or- 


Trouble Starts in Subway. 

- The trouble began with strikes in the sub- 
Way and on the Trinity building, which soon 
resulted in the locking out of about 80,000 
men, counting laborers who are dependent 
upen the work of skilled mechanics for em- 
ployment by the Building Trades Employers’ 
association. These men might have been 
earning during the last four weeks an aver- 
age of $3 a dayeach. Their aggregate dally 
wages amount to $90,000, their idleness during 
the last four weeks has resulted in a total 
loss of more than $2,520,000 in earnings. 

The employers charge that the entire trou- 
ble is due to efforts on the part of certain la- 
bor leaders to regain the supremacy they lost 
as the result of the struggle of last year. 
The labor léaders, on the other hand, assert 
that the employers’ arbitration plan, which, 
when adopted a year ago, was expected to 
put an end to strife in the building industry, . 
has not been fairly interpreted. 


Many Out in New England 


The Fall River textile strike is the princi- 
pal strike In New England. There areabout 
1,0uu garment workers on strike this week in 
Boston, At the great marble quarries in 
Vermont the quarrymen and marble workers 
are on strike, and in the cities the marble 
workers refuse to handle nonunion products. 

Including the textile strikers, it is esti- 
mated by lahor statistics that 25,000 memand 
women are on strike in New England. The 
loss in wages in Fall River is $150,000 a week, 
and the unions are expending $25,000 a week 
to support strikers and those in need. The 
marbie workers’ pay roll was $20,000. 

In Boston and Somerville the weekly loss of 
wages of those now on strike aggregates 
$27,100. There are thousands of cotton op- 
eratives idle in the various textile cities on 
account of shutdowns and curtailment of 
production. 

In Massachusetts the building industry is 
in bad shape. Fully one-half the men of the 
building trades are idle. 

Losses in Mines Heavy. 

The wage loss in the anthracite mines in 
the coal region. of northwestern Pennsy]l- 
vania through the depression In the coal 
trade and strikes amounts at present to 
about $25,000 a day—a loss severely felt by 
the merchants, who depend largely upon the 
coal trade for business. - : 

At present there is an average of 40,000 
mine workers idle each day, owing to a sus- 

at the coliferies or a reduction in 
the hours of work. This affects some 8,000 
railroaders, shopmen, and others, who are 
also suspended. There are 1,700 mine work- 
ers and 500 other workers on strike. ,

Donnelly Says Men Are United. 


Donnelly said that it was untrue that the 
union had started stories of peace negotia- 
tions for the sake of holding the men togeth- 
er. He also disposed of the reported move- 
ment of the cattle butchers to desert and go 
back, as follows: / 

“We are not obliged to resort to any ruse 
to hold our men together. No evidence of 
weakness exists. This rumor of a protest 
from the cattle butchers is simply a ruse 
started by the packers in a desperate attempt 
to break our ranks over Sunday. A com- 
mittee from the cattle butchers did meet me 
Friday morning, but this was not to express 
dissatisfaction. On the contrary, it was a 
proffer of assistance, for they suggested that 
we buy cattle on the hoof to be butchered by 
them gratis and thus save the union ex- 
pense.”’

DEAN HOLE DIES 
WHILE ASLEEP. 
Well Known Author ats Lead- 
er of Chureh of England 

: Passes Away Suddenly. 


GIVEN TITLE OF ROSE KING 


Warm Friend of Workingmen, 
Whom He Styled the Lords _ 
of Creation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 


Hole, dean of Rochester since 1887, died this 
morning of heart trouble, passing away 
while asleep. 

Dean Hole was one of those genial clergy- 
men not seldom found among the prelates 
of the Church of England who combine with 
thorough ecclésiastic ability and sinéerity 
a wholesome love of athletic sports and a 
wide capacity for the enjoyment of Ife. 


| Hunting, shooting, riding, and cricket play- 


ing were his favorite outdoor pastimes, while 


,@ good dinner and a round of whist after it 
were homely joys which he loved. 


With all his fondness for outdoor life it 
was in his garden that he found his greatest 
pleasure and the successful cultivation of 
roses was the thing for which he was most 
widely known. His gardens at Rochester, 
near the cathedral, and at Caunton, where 
for many years he was curate, were filled to 
overflowing with roses which he loved and 
cared for as if they had been his children. 


Given Title of “Rose King.” . 
A friend wrote of him: “ With the culti- 
vation of the rose his name has been asso- 
clated for an entire generation. In this 
realm of horticulture he reigned supreme, 
receiving as his due from the poet laureate 
the tithe of ‘ The Rose King.’ ” 

In the preface to his ‘‘ Book About Roses,”’ 
which ran through eighteen editions and was 
translated several times, he said: 

‘I write this book about roses because 
having grown them for more than twenty 
years, having won more than thirty cups 
‘open to all England,’ having originated the 
first rose show, and having most,of the sub- 
sequent exhibitions acted as judge or ex- 
hibiter, I ought to have something to say 
worth hearing to those who love the rose.”’ 

As a preacher Dean Hole was never so 
happy as, when addressing workingmen. It 
was significant that his first published ser- 
mon was “ The Cry of the Laborer Against 
Landlord, Farmer, and Priest.’’ 


Showed Love for Workingmen. 

Tilustrative of his respect and love for 
workingmen a story is told. One night while 
speaking at a church congress workingmen's 
meeting, at which a number of dignitaries of 
the church were seated upon the platform, 
the dean began his speech by turning first 
to the bishops, whom he addressed as “ My 
lords ef the episcopate.” Facing the work- 
men on the benches before him, he added, 
“And you, my lords of the creation.” 


Hole was received into orders that he first 
began to make a reputation as a speaker. 
He tells his own story of the circumstances. 
He used to say: SS 
“The way I became not famous-—far less 
infamous—as a speaker was this. About 
1870 I’went one night after evensong from 
the prayer desk to the pulpit to read my ser- 
mon as ustal. The service was late and the 
evening was cloudy, and suddenly for some 
reason the light began to fail. It was im- 


And then and there, for the first time in my 
life, I began preaching instead of reading 
to my_people.” 

From this accidental beginning the dean 
afterward attained distinction as a convin- 
cing and persuasive speaker. 


Distinguished as Freemason. . 
Dean Hole was a distinguished freemason. 
He used to point with pride to a number of 
beautiful stained glass windows in the ‘ca- 
thedral at Rochester presented in 18990 by 
the masons “in honor of the grand chap- 
haincy ” of the clergyman in the order, In 
1896 he was the recipient of a handsome pro- 
cessional cross for the cathedral, presented 
by several leading American masons, whose 
acquaintance he made on his visit to the 
United States. : 

The dean’s acquaintance among the bril- 
liant public men who were the glory of the 
Victorian era was wide. In his album at the 
deanery in Rochester he used to show with 
pride autographs, photographs, or brief man- 
uscript extracts from almost all of the emi- 
nent men of the day. Dickens was one of his 
close friends and Dean Hole was the original 
of “‘ The Dean of Cloisterham, the Rev. Sep- 
timus Crisparkle,”’ a character in “ 
Drood.”” Dean Hole was the only ecclesi- 
astic who was a contributor of Punch. 


Was Born in 1819. 

‘The dean* was born in 1819 at Caunton, 
Nottinghamshire, and was educated at New- 
ark-om Trent and at Brasenose college, Ox- 
-ford. He was ordained deacon in 1844, priest 
in 1845, and vicar in 1850. In 1885 he became 
chaplain to the archbishop of Canterbury, 
and a year later select preacher to the Uni- 
versity of Oxford. In 1887 he assumed his 
duties as dean of Rochester. | 

Dean Hole was the author of “A Little 

Tour of Ireland,” “‘A Book About Roses,”’ 
which has run through many editions, and 
has been translated in several languages; 
‘* Hints to Preachers’ and Nice and Her 
Neighbors,” the latter two works appearing 
in 1881. Among his later ‘works are his 
‘Book About the Garden” and ‘‘ Mem- 
ories of Dean Hole,’’ which appeared in 1892, 
and More Memortes;’’ issued in 1894. 
His “ Little Tour in America’ and “ Ad- 
dresses to Workingmen’’ were widely read 
in the United States.

“HEAVY” LITERARY OUTPUT 
FROM DEMOCRATIC BUREAU. 


15,000,000 fons, Taggart Says, Which 
Will Be About 187 Pounds to Every 
Man, Woman, and Child in Country. 


New York, Aug. 27.—[Sperial.}—At demo- 
cratic national headquarters a statement 
issued today said: 

“Requests from all over the country for 
campaign literature have been received at 
the democratic national headquarters. It is 
estimated that before the close of the cam- 
paign 15,000,000 tone of printed matter will 
have been distributed.”’ 

Chairman Taggart referred particularly to 
a four page pamphlet, giving quotations from 
the writings of President Roosevelt, to show 
that he had referred siightingly to former 
presidents and to other historic figures in 
this country. 

When Mr. Tageart’s statement as to the 
quantity of printed matter was shown to 
some men of mathematical minds they got 
out their pencils and started to do some figur- 
ing. It was found that the pamphlets sent 
out today weighed about fifty to the pound. 
Fifteen million ‘tons of them, it.is computed; 
would supply every man, woman, and child 
in the United States with more than 18,000 
copies. The mathematicians decided that a 
fair average weight for the literature dis- 
tributed from the democratic national head- 
quarters would-be twenty to the pound. 

It was reckoned that on this basis 15,000,000 
tons of literature would mean 300,000,000,000 
documents, which, divided among the 80,- 
000,000 inhabitants of this country; would 


8,750 documents. weighing about 187 pounds, 

When this result was worked out the opin- 
ion was general that either Taggart was 
dreaming or that he had more money to 
spend than he knew what to do with. 

It was shown also that the entire annual 
output of all kinds of paper in this country 
amounted to less than 2,000,000 tons.

Prof. Dunbar is a German scientis| , and yet 
he isn’t. On first acquaintance it is noticed 
that he speaks English with only a slight 
decent, but he ig continually stumped for 
words.

‘cause he is an American who is losing his 
own language. 

He: was: born in St. Paul of American: 
parents.. He went to Germany as a student 
and remained there. He has become thor- 
oughly Germanized. He is now at the head 
of the state hygienic institute at Hamburg. 
The “only American government in 
Germany ” he calls himself. | 


Talks of the Disease. 


He began to work on hay fever § ten 
years ago, taking up that disease because 
he himself was subject: to. it. “‘ The disease 
fs not a germ complaint,” he said. “It is 
caused by the chémical action of certain 
kinds of pollen. In Europe rye grass makes 
the ‘trouble. ..Here in the United States 
the dangerous plants are golden rod and rag 
weed. Indian corn is also dangerous, though 
“not to so great'a degree. The hay fever, 
season begins in August, just when re pollen’ 
is flying.”’ 

The Trouble Located. | 

t first sci¢ntists thought these 
pollens carried minute barbs, which set up 
a local irritation. But I found that while 
this is true of golden -rod, for example, it is: 
- not, true of Indian corn, which gives off per- 
fectly smooth pollens. So by a tediods 
process of elimination and analysis I located: 
the trouble in albumen. Take rye grass for 
example. analysis of one grain of its 
pollery shows, water, 10.2 per cent; inorganic 
matter, 3.4 per cént; organic matter, 85.4 
per cent. This organic matter eontains 3 
pér cent of fats, 25 per cent of carbohydrates, 
18 per cent of nitnogenous nohalbumenous. 
substances, and 40 per cent of re teas al-- 
bumens. 


Grain Infects “Millions, 

“With these poisonous albumens I com- 
pleted my experiments. A solution of the 
substance dropped into the eye ofa person 
subject to hay fever produces all the symp- 
toms at any time of the yéar..There is enough 
of it in one grain of rye grass pollen to infect 
4,800,000 hay fever patients. The wind ¢ar- 
ries the pollen widely, hundreds of miles, in 
fact. That is the réason why it is epidemic. 
in the city as well-asin-the country just now. 
When the steamer was nearly 500 miles from. 
land this trip I caught a slight attack from 
an offshore breeze. 

“Only certain ‘persons are subject, and. 
they are mostly brain workers. - re is 
some nervous connection, not yet fully un- 
derstood, between brain fatigue and the 
weakening membranes which hay fever at- 
tacks. Americans especially. are subject to 
it, owing.to the high pressure of American 
life, I suppose. Old cases of influenza some- 
times cause a predisposition to the disease. 
Susceptibility to hay fever also is hereditary. 


Has Prepared a Toxin. .... 

““ My remedy is a toxin prepared like Rner 
toxins, by injecting poisonous matter into 
horses. In this part of my. work I found a 
curious thing. Only 10 per cent of the horses 
we tried are sound and those sensitive horses 
were all thoroughbreds. A horse has to re- 
ceive steady injections for ten months before 
its condition will yield the proper strength 
of serum. If.this serum is mixed with albu- 
menous poisoh and put into the eye of the 
person subject to the disease there will be 
no hay fever reaction atall.”

ism, or what you will, that dominates the 
political attitude of the maritime provinces. 

A canvass of the manufacturers, mer- 
chants, importers, and public men of this city 
reveals the fact that reciprocity with the 
United States is wanted; keenly, intelligent- 
‘ly, almost unanimously wanted. And yet 
Quebec is pronouncedly, positively, and 
even haughtily at one with the great 
maritime provinces and cities in the faith 
that Canada will never again initiate nego- 
tiations with the United States looking toa 
treaty of reciprocity or free trade. 

This feeling, or belief, has nothing to do 
with imperialism. There is no Ae hos- 
tility here against the United Stat no 
elghteenth century royalists, no refu of 
the revolution, yo Boer war soreness, no re- 
gard of Alaskan dispute, or flag tearing bit- 
terness to make difficult a commercial under- 
standing with America. 

No such prejudices are in the way of a co- 
operative and mutually beneficial treaty be- 
tween Canada and the states, so far as Que- © 
bee is concerned. But it must be remem- 
bered that the French Canadian, who prac- 
tically rules Canada, is as-proud as his Latin 
forebears, and so good a politician that he 
knows well the dangers of reviving at this 
time any effort to gain commmarcial unity 
with the United States. 

Reciprocity Issue ‘a idben, 

” The issue is asleep,” said Mr. John A. 


Jordan, ome of the principal politicians and 
publicists of Quebec, “ but let the United 


proposal, and it would set Quebec afire for 
reciprocity. The Chamberlain tariff plan 
will become.an issue here in time. French 
Canada is not imperialistic. It wants noth-. 
ing to do with imperialism. Then will bea 
time when reciprocity with the United States 
may jump into prominence again, and then, if 
ever, it will win.” 

The existing tariff, especially on imported 
paper, furniture, shoes, flour, and machin- 
ery, has had the effect of bringing Ameri- 
can manufacturers into Quebec, with branch 
establishments, which are successfully op- 
erating in the Canadian market because 
they have evaded the custcem house. 

The product of pulp wood for paper making 
is now, as it has been for thirty years, one 
of the richest resources of Québec. The 
government requires a Hcense tax of 65 cents 
a cord for woods, such as spruce and pop- 
jar, cut for the market, but, in order to 
keep the yield in Canadian factories, pays a 
rebate of 25 cents thé cord forall such pulp 
wood as is manufactured in the on. 

To evade this export tax—which it is, In 
effect—American pulp manufacturers and 
paper millers have come across the borders 
with their machines and equipments, and 
are now, in effect, Canadian trade factors. 


Canada Does Not Complain. 


Of this phase of tariff conditions the Cana- 
dian does not complain. It means more fac- 
tories and therefore more employment for 
Canadian operatives. It is helping to keep 
the young men and women of Quebec at 
home. It is an invitation to capital to invest 
in dominion enterprises, and it is drawing 
from the United States a considerable meas- 

ure of industry. population, and interest. 

But, even for the American factors who. 
come hither to escape the duty on raw ma- 
terial, the effect so far as the United States 
is concerned is not satisfactory. The same 
motive which prompted these manufacturers 
to establish themeelves in Quebeo also 
prompts them to buy their machinery, sup- 
plies, and essential materia] in Canada. The 
factories of Montreal, Hamilton, London, . 
and elsewhere, encouraged by.the entry 
duties and taught by the example of rivals 
in America, are commencing to supply a 
great many articles of machinery and equip- 
ment that were formerly made csRageaeay 
in the states. |

, T is not an easy thing to work one’s way 
through college. It is not always even 

a desirable thing to do; for sometimes the 

sacrifices demanded are such ds to rob 
 @ man of the opportunity for leisure and 
thought which make a college experience 
worth while. Ifa young man acquires noth- 
ing in college but facts he might almost as 
If he does not have 
time for reading, for some social or physical 
enjoyment, and for sympathetic association 


* with his fellows he will /lose the most val- 


uable experience of college life. 

The man who is quick to see and to learn, 
however, who can readily adapt himself to 
circumstances, and who looks upon the fact 
thaf he must work his way through college 
neither as a virtue nor as something of which 
he should; be ashamed, but as a necessity 
which must be met cheerfully and reséurce- 
fully—euch a man may safely try to work 
his way through college, In an official way 
I am meeting these men every year, and asI 
listen to the stories of their difficulties, or of 
their successes, I am always interested and 
often surprised when [ see the methods 
which they employ to be self-supporting. 
The two towns between which the Uni- 


versity of Illinois is situated are not large, 


aggregating together a population of less 
than 20,000, so that the young college student 
in search of work is more handicapped than 
he would be in a larger city, So much the 
greater need of tact and skill, and faithful- 
ness than if the man is to secure and hold a 
place. Many do not get on, and, failing, they 
lose courage and give up the struggle. 

It is about some of the men who succeeded 
in working their way through college that I 
wish to tell.

HEN the Chicago schoolboy gathers 
to him his books and pencils this 
fall and betakes himself back to 
school, whether it is an elemen- 
tary school or a high school, he 


will, according to information furnished by 
the board of education, come under the in-. 


fluence of an altogether lovely young person. 
She will be somewhere between the interest- 
ing ages of 20 and 28; she will have a figure 
that would put Venus and the other old fash- 
foned cloak models who once imagined t 
were something on looks to shame; her 

will be dark, wavy brown, and, taking her 


all in all, with her air of refinement and gen- 


eral good looks, she will be a creature who 
ought to win the love and respect of all the 
“tough kids” that find their way into the 
public schools, 
There will be approximately 5,000 of her to 
stand in the door of her schoolroom to wel- 


come back her pupils of last year, and for.

pulchritude the board of education stands 
ready and anxious to.back her against any 
other body of schoolma’ams in the width 
and breadth of the land. Also, and hark 
ye all who have doubted the superiority of 
Chicago's lovely girls and women, two-thirds 
of these beautiful school teachers were born 
and educated here in Chicago. - A look into

HERE are each year over 500 work- 


$4 ers in the city of Chicago who start 
into business for themelves by buy- 
ing a small stock of goods and . 

. starting a small general store.” 

This is what the head of one of the largest 


establishments in the city that make a spe- 
cialty of selling small stocks of merchandise 
to prospective storékeepers says. He adds 
further: ‘“‘ Three hundred of this number 
do not stay in this city when they start their 
stores, but go out to the small country towns 


in the adjoining states, where competition 


is not so strenuous, and there in the course 
of a few years, aided by the experience they 
have had in business in the city,-soon build 
up businesses that any one may envy.” 

The small store which can be started with 
a minimum of capital and be conducted with 
only small expense is becoming extremely 
popular with that class of city meh who have 
worked and saved something out of their 
wages until they have enough to begin busi- 
ness on a small scale for themselves. Many 
city men have firmly rooted in their 


‘minds the intention to some day go out in 


the country and try farming as a business, 
but there is a greater number of those who 
wish to, when they have saved a little money, 
go into business for themselves. Farming 
in it#"best and most simple phases is hardiya 
business that is adaptable to the city man 
without agricultural training, and the 
chances for success that the city farmer has 
will necessarily be smaller than those,of the

and was ready for business. The entire 
amount expended by him for bis establish- 
ment, including his stock, fixturts, and first 
payment of house rent, was only $100. His 
business for the first week was such as to 
justify his venture on such limited capital, 
His receipts were enough to warrant him 
instantly increasing his stock, and he has 
now no fears of the ultimate success of his 
experiment. Of course, It is not to be pre- 
sumed that $50 pays for a stock the size of

It. was here that the two brothers, ever in- 
separable and bound by no ordinary tie of 
relationship, began what proved the last 
days. of Herman’s career. ' Typhoid fever 
caused Herman's death in 1902. It.came as 
a crushing blow to the younger brother, and 
for a time he was inconsolable, wandering 
aimlessly over the flelds they had tramped 


together. 
Events quickly followed, however, which 


. forced the painter to a rough awakening to 


his plight. The funds left-by his father were 
suddenly wiped away in the crash of a local 
bank. ‘The one source of income for the lit- 
tle family was cut off absolutely. Roused to 
the necessity of earning enough at least to 
keep his ‘mother and sister from actual want, 
Conn called his former pupils together and 
began teaching again. He soon found that 
it ‘was impossible for him to continue longer 
in the routine which had been attractive such 
a short time before. It was necessary that 
he get away—anywhere, it mattered little 
where—only to escape al] possibilities of con- 
tact with the scenes and the people who had 
formed part of his experience as a painter.

‘The “investment company ” comes after.

The class of people 
that come to the net of these men are a more 
thrifty sort than are attracted to smalier con- 
cerns. The “ investment company’’ goes 
after the “ client’ who has from §50 to $300 
to Invest——and gets him, too. An invest- 

ment in the Ragged Shtrt silver properties 
in Nevada which is absolutely guaranteed to 


net a return of over 100 per cent within six 


months appeals to the man who would shun 


the turf investment as a fake, and hé goes * 


into it with unlimited faith and an open 
pocketbook. When some fine morning he 
goes to the office of the company and finds 
it vacant, with tife police Sorting over the 
mail for further evidence, he suffers a shock 
that effectively seals his lips. Few of the 
investment company’s victimes have it in 
their heart to disclose their names or, the 
amounts to which they suffered. It is the 


_ little loser alone who squeals, and this fact 


renders the capture and conviction of the 
swindler al) the harder. 

The investment company’ dallies also in 
stocks and market reports and “ operates ” 
on the board of trade. This helps to bring 
the wealthy agriculturist into the reach of 
the swindler and furnishes a lucrative and 
easy source of revenue. The farmer invests 
much more on an average than does the city 
man and when he gets nipped is even willing 
to bribe in order to. keep his name a secret. 
“TI wouldn't let the folks at home know of 
this for a thousand,” said one, and this is 
the general sentiment ee: the. rural 
sucker. 


Want to Wed Rich Widow. 

While the turf scheme and the investment 
company are oftener before the public 
through arrest or exposure, they do not form 
the majority of the swindling schemes that 
promise a fortune for little outlay, accord- 
ing to the police. The matrimonial bureau, 
despite the persistency with which its evils 
are exploited by press and police, is still 
perniciously active in separating man and 
money. While on the cold face of things 
it would seem that any man possessing his 
ordinary faculties would be chary of enter- 
ing into negotiations with “a beautiful 
young widow (talented and blonde), with 
$700,000 to give to a gentleman who would 
prove a kind and loving husband," but each 
day finds hundreds of them in the bright and 
enlightened land of America who send in 
their money to the obliging agent who is to 
secure the first interview. 

This is one kind of concern where the victim 
rom the country district predominates, yet 
in a place raided recently by the police were 
found letters of inquiry about the ubiquitous 
blonde widow with the surplus wealth from 
men of high public station in the world, run- 
ning even up to one august membér of the 
United States senate.

Seeks Breadth ot Varied Experience 
One of his first duties was acting as pay- 
‘master for his father’s men. He cultivated 
‘accuracy and rapidity. That he has been 
the personal representative of the Gould in- 
‘terest in the west is due in a measure to his 
close and careful financiering in those early 
days. As lils father’s paymaster he won the 
reputation of fairness, which has followed 
him ever since. ‘* We haven't met him,” say 
the men in the new offices over which he is to 
‘preside, ‘‘ but you know he’s an able and fair 
man to deal with.’

for rent and a man presents him- 

self at your door with a questior 

on his lips: “‘ May I see the room 

‘you advertised?” or, “‘ What is the 

price of the room you advertised?’ do not 

answer such a direct question. Instead, ask 

the man in, and before he can repeat his 

question ask him something. For instance, 

this: “Are you looking for a place in this 

vicinity?” or some other question that will 
commit him but will not commit you. 

Do not, if the price of the room depends 
wpon whether he has children, begin with 
that. question, because if he has children 
and you say In that case the price will be 
so and-so you will start a war right then and 
there. He will immediately want to know 
how you can be so inhuman as to charge more 
for children than people. 


Question of Price hineins Interest 

The main thing is to keep in mind that 
you never intend to answer his direct ques- 
‘ton til the psychological moment for it 
arrives. The price is the climax of your 
story. The best.way to hold a man's inter- 
est is to hold that back till the last. 


With this in mind take the lead by ques- . 


tioning him and never yield your position. 
You take the lead in questioning him, of 
coufse, so as to get information without 
giving any. In this way you keep him in- 
terested all the time. 

Before you show an applicant your room 
or tell him the price of it, you should find 
out just what he is looking for. Get him 
-o commit himself on as many points as 
Your first question might be: 
* Ave you looking for rooms In this neigh- 
borhood?” If he says yes to that, then you. 
kave cut him off from one means of retreat 
after he has inspected your room. You 
might speak of the means of transportation 
If he makes no 
cbjection now to a walk of two or three 
blocks to the station, if he says nothing now 
about the inconveniences of the “ L.” road, 
or the cable, or the electric, he cannot well 

pring up either as an objection after you 
have 8 him room. 

Detsveatnd if He Is Suitable. 

You must work fast and use tact in order 
to get answers; still the chances are that he 
will not resent your questions as long as he 
has no answer to his question, If you, work 
it right he will answer your questions so as 
to’ get a ‘chabge to repeat his own. He 


HEN you have aivertined a ‘room - 


come seeking information and he has not got 
it yet, so he is off guard. Then he doesn’t 
know what you have up your sleeve; he 


doesn’t know but what you are going to give 


him a soft snap—the best bargain in the city, 
so he is conciliatory till he finds out. He has 
this thought hovering In the back of his mind 
,all the time, and therefore does not resent 
your questions as he probably would if he 
already had all the information he wanted.~ 

While you are finding out what your appli- 
eant wants—and it doesn’t take a quarter 
of the time that it does to read all this—you 
are making up your mind whether you want 
him. And you can find out moreabout a man 
by the way he answers questions than in 
almost any other way. 

* 
Use Tact in Declining Him. | 

Perhaps after two or three questions you 
find that he is undesirable. In that case you 
can give some excuse that will save the man’s 
feelings. You can easily turn down an appli- 
cant without his ever finding out why. This 
is in itself an advantage, because it never 
pays to make enemies, and the man you re- 
fuse to accept as a tenant is sure to feel in- 
sulted if he realizes the situation. Besides, 
you might be mistaken In your estimate of 
the man or of his ability topay. Or he might 
prove acceptable as a tenant for a cheaper 
room than the one you first offered him. 
Again, you might send him to a neighbor 
who would find him altogether desirable. 

But suppose, after a minute's talk, you 
find the man is acceptable. You now know 
what he wants, and you can, therefore, pre- 
sent the room to the best advantage. If the 


man has children you can dilate upon the 


advantage of the near by parks, the excel- 
lenee of the neighboring schools, the charm 
of your backyard, your shade trees, ham- 
mock, the superior breeding of the children 
of the neighborhood, etc. Or, if the man’s 
wife is something of an invalid, you can 
mention all the points of the house and 
neighborhood which would make them suit- 
able for such a person.

Her Rooms Merits Show. 

Having ih mind the special requirements of 
your applicant, now is the time to show 
your foom.

Any- 
thing to get the man Into the room. before 
he knows the price of it. In this way you

tn its general sense, “ How to answer a 
small ad,”” is something having so many 
bearings in so many fields and under so many 
conditions that any fixed rule or rules is im- 
possible. As a starting point it may be said 
with a great degree of certainty that the one | 
who answers an advertisement upon which he 
‘ean ‘ make good,” beyond a doubt, will ex- 
press himself in a manner indicating the 
fact toa shrewd employer or other advertiser. 
But not all employers are shrewd, and not 
all capable men have the supreme test of 
confidence in their abilities. But an individu-_ 
ality in an answer always counts. Not al. 
ways in favor of the writer, however; a 
strained attempt may cost the writer all his 

Know yourself. Recognize your limitations 
as well as your accomplishments. Earnest- 
_ ness always will tell favorably. Remember 
the office of the answer to an advertisement is 
largely to allow you an audience with the 
advertiser, at which you are to convince him, 
or fail. But see your man, if possible, 
and in composing and executing the answer 
‘that shall insure this audience you cannot 
draw too heavily upon your common sense, 
tact, and knowledge of men. 


Copying Makes Reply Stiff. 


In this way the answer to the small ad In 
“help wanted” lines must show so often 
the measure of the applicant's) education, . 
brains, and common sense. Thousands of 
stamps are wasted every day in ineffective 
answers to the small ad. The answers are 
conventional. The applicant, unused perhaps 
to writing and composing matter, grows self- 
conscious over his pen and paper.

He writes, 
tears up, and rewrites. All because he can- 
not get himself together and express to the 
employer in a natural manner something of

With the knife as the first invention of 
primitive man, his methods in putting han- 
dles upon it have interested the ethnologist. 
Today, owing to the scarcity of deer and elk 


horns, one may find that his carving set at . 


home has handles in exquisite imitation of 
these horns. He may not figure, however, 
that to the first man the knife handle of stag 
horn was the perfectidbn of material for his 
purpose. It was strong enough for any use; 
the roughened outer surface made an ad- 
mirable grip, and with a center of softer ma- 
terial easily bored to receive the shank of 


‘the blade and spongy in structure to hold it 


there, nothing else so served the purpose. 
Everywhere in North America the arch- 
eeologist has found the grooved ax of stone.

production of fire to the aborigine in his fire 

Among the Eskimos the searcher after 
the unwritten history of the tool chest has 
found.much interest. These people in high 
latitudes have met many emergencies with 
remarkable ingenuity. Their snow shovels 
were made of the thin bone from the jaw ofa 
whale, the edge made harder by a strip of 
walrus ivory. For the hard frozen snow and 
ice they made a pickax of a walrus tusk, or 
by putting the tusk into a groove ina piece 
of timber and lashing it fast, converted it 


into a crowbar. Having to work with gloved | 


hands, the Eskimo has evolved many swivels, 
toggles, detachers, frogs, and buttons to 
obviate the necessity of close touch with the 
fingers. 

The Eskimo dpordacted closely to the idea 
of the screw. He made use of clumsy block 
and tackle devices to drag his walrus and 
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otner invented thing that followed it.

its length. Saws were made by setting bits 
of stone or shark’s teeth into the edge of 
thin boards, or by using thin, soft boards 
with sharp sand.. Wood, ivory, and the 
antlers of the deer famfly were cut by these 
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For edged ‘tools of stone the savage man 
had need of whetstones and grindstones. 
E:verywhere in the United States heaps of 
sandstone have been found with the stones 
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been used for sharpening purposes. The 
Smithsonian institution has reports unen4d- 
ing of these finds, some of the stones show- 
ing such deep abrasion as to indicate genera- 
tions of use. At the same time the arch- 
seologist points out that every edged tool of 
stone shows the mark of innumerable grind- 
ings, until the heaps of these sandstone 
grinders reported cannot be exaggerations. 
. Whetstones have been found all over the 
world in shell heaps, graves and mounds, 
the stones being of the best material in their 
respective localities. Whetstones were uni- 
versal. The manner in which they are worn 
and grooved shows the variety of implements 
sharpened upon them. Many axes and ham- 
mers now in museums show xh ates of use 


Os whetstones. 


The stone hammer was an early 
in the tool chest of man. Its use was al- 
most limitless In the life of its maker. He 
broke dry wood for his fires, crushed bones 
that he might extract the marrow, pounded 
dried meat into meal for -pemmican, drove 
the stakes for his tent, beat the hides of 
animals in order to render them pliable, or 
hammered the bark of trees until it was 


ruins of this present age of steel and of ma- 
chinery in au its complexities. The student 
of the stone age may follow closely and con- 
secutively the progress of the inventions of 
that time. Today whole factories are obliter- 
ated in equipment, for the reason that better 
machines have succeeded theold. Prof. Otis 
T, Mason, referring to this, has written of 
the work of the ethnologist and archeeologist: 
“ The regretful element in a study of this 
sort is that one must despair of seeing these 
older inventors at work in their descendants. 
The majority of human races had nearly 
quitted original research when they were dis- 
covered. Many, very many, of them showed 
signs of undoubted decay. All of them were 
living on the ruins of civilizations superior 
to their own, or were in the possession of

die among the ruins of ancestral genius. In

A pot or kettle that is about 
the diameter of the burner at. the bottom 
allows great quantities of heat to rise toward 
the ceiling without having a particle of ef- 
fect toward heating the kettle’s contents. 
Again, a sooty burner in a range becomes 
clogged in its openings, and the gas that 
forces through, burning at a dull white, is 
lacking in heat. The green flame shows the 
maximum of heat, and it may be taken for 
granted that just as the flame varies from 
this it is burning at a loss to the consumer.. 
Water to the extent of millions of gallons 
is wasted in Cnicago.

CHANGE IN KANSAS CITY J. C. 


Christie’s Resignation as President At- 
tributed to Edward Corrigan’s In- 
| fluence and Then Denied. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
At the meeting of the directors of the Kansas 
City Jockey club yesterday C. C. Christie 
tendered his resignation as president. It 
was accepted. His successor will be named 
at the next meeting of the directors, which 
will be held on Sept. 12. Edward Corrigan, 
who was elected vice president, will act 
as president until that time. 

It ig said the cause of Mr. Christie’s resig- 
nation can be laid at the door of Edward Cor- 
rigan, The “ Master of Hawthorne ” found 
many things, it is asserted, to criticise when 
here about a month ago, and was dissatis- 
fied with the progress of the work on the 
track, It is ai} said one of the officials 
named for the October meeting was objec- 
tionable to him. 

This, however, is vigorously denied by the 
directors. W. A. Rule, secretary and treas- 
urer of the club, said this morning there was 
not the slightest semblance of trouble at 
yesterday’s meeting and that Mr. Christie 
resigned solely for business reasons, ‘‘ Mr. 
Christie thought it was time for some one 
else to take the responsibility,” said Mr. 
Rule, ‘He will still devote a great deal 
of his time to the jockey club affairs, ai- 
though he is no longer the head of that or- 
ganization. I believe' a Kansas City man 
will be elected to succeed Mr. Christie. At 
least| I have been led to believe this from 
talks| with Mr. Corrigan, The Corrigan in- 
terests are quite large, but I believe Mr. Cor- 
rigan wants fr. Christie’ S successor to be a 
Kansas City man.” 

Mr. Christie said this morning he was 
preparing a statement explaining why he re- 
signed and that it would be given out to- 
night. “There was n6 trouble,” said Mr. 
Christie. “It was simply business motives 
that caused me to step down and out.” 

“It should be distinctly understood that 
Mr. Christie's resignation will in no way in- 
terfere with the fall meeting,”’ said Alex. 
Fraser, a director. “‘ Mr. Christie is finan- 
cially interested in the plant and he ts ag 
anxious to. see the meeting a success as any 
of us. All think he deserves much credit 
for his work.” 

Asked if Mr. Corrigan would succeed Mr. 
Christie as president. Mr. Fraser said: No. 
I don’t believe that Mr. Corrigan will be the

However, Commodore Price has all 
to gain and nothing to lose by entering the 
series and thinks he has a good chance to re- 
peat, providing his boat is favored with the 
right weather conditions. 

The change to Hoosier’s mainsail is said 
to have added 25 per cent to Yo San’s speed, 
especially on windward work, and the Price 
yacht may spring a surprise in the coming 
races, though it will have to meet Pirate in 
addition to Ste. Claire and Spray, which fin- 
ished one, two in the Lipton contests.

- Objections to Race Conditions. 
Naturally Lipton cup race talk still per- 
vades the atmosphere about the lake front 
and plans for next year are beirig discussed. 
There is some dissatisfaction expressed over 


] the fact that the deed of gift accompanying 


the trophy stipulates that the cup shall re- 
vert to the Columbia Yacht club each year 
following the races and‘shall be raced for 
under their auspices, a number of the club’s 
most loyal members advancing the idea that 
such an arrangement is not beneficial to the 
sport for several reasons. 

In the first place, it is claimed that the 
races should be run ifn much the same way 
as the Canada cup races’ are, and that 
challengers should be selected from each 
club entering and that éach should be limit- 
ed to one representative.

PASH SYSTEM OF RACING IS DOWN 
AND OUT.FOR GOOD. 


» 


Grand Circuit Meeting at Empire 
City and@ Brighton Beach Tracks Set- 

tigs~-the Matter as Far as Trotting 
parr Concerned—Pian Falls Fiat, 
Plenty of Money Was 
Making Events Successtul 
and All Details Figured by Experts. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

‘The dash systerfi of racing, about which so 

much has been said during the last year, is 

down and-out for good so far as the harness 
. turf eoncerned. 

‘The big grand circuit meetings at the Em- 
pire City and-Brighton Beach tracks settled 
the matter forall time. Those meetings were 

admittediy full, fair, and final test of the 
dashSystem as applied to trotters and pacers. 
The promoters of the meeting had every- 
thing in their favor... There was plenty of 
capital, furnished by men who were familiar 
with harness racing, back of the scheme; all 
the details had been. figured out by experts, | 
and not a thing that would make for suc- 
cese had been overlooked or neglected. It 
Was argued that New York City would fur- 

a nish plenty of racegoers, as was proven by 

a the revenues of the tracks where running 

races, all on the dash system, were given. 
While the running horses were attending the 
Sdratoga meeting and there was consequent- 
ly nothing in that line of sport for the New 
Yorkers, it was argued, they would gladly 
patronize the trotting tracks if only they 
could have dash races. 


Whole Thing Falls Flat. 


Therefore two weeks of dash racing was 
arranged. Liberal sums were offered in 
purses, and a lot of horsemen, thinking that 
possibly they had been mistaken in thefr 
estimate of dash races as seen on other trot- 
ting tracks, entered their hqrses in liberal 
fashion, with the result that there were big 
fields.in every race. But when it came to 
actual racing the whole thing fell flat. It 
was soon discovered that in a majority of 
cases the horse that got away well had a 
whole lot the best of the others, and once the 
drivers were aware of this fact they began 
to “drive a finish before word was 
given,”’ aw one of them expressed it. 

Also they found that a horse = teyerocrenaey for 

‘ mile heats could not successfully compete in 
-@ Gash with one that had been pointed for 
only one fast mile in a week. And those who 
had been getting ready to trot or pace twoor 
three dashes a week at Empire and Brighton 
on the theory that three dashes in six days 
Were no harder on a horse than three con- 
secutive heats on one Gay of the same week 
soon found that the theory was all wrong, 
and that when a trotter or pacer had been 
keyed. up for a dash on Monday and went 
his race at from a mile to a mile and quarter 
at top speed he was not up to a real cracking 

again that week. 


_ Geers Always Against System. 
Geers, who is a deep student of all that 
pertains to harness racing, discovered this 
fact some years ago, and since that time, 
although some people may not have noticed 
-«4t; he has not been in the habit of working 
a» his horses three heats right up to their notch 
“every week. when preparing them for the 
campaign, although in a general way he is 
_jJooked upon as a man who “ takes the tuck 
out” of his horses pretty well when getting 
them ready. ‘This\is true. At times during 
thelr preparation. Geers works his horses 
‘until they are dog tired, but it is done by 
“a succession of moderaté miles, with perhaps 
wne fast one during the day, rather than 
by stepping them at speed heat after heat. 
‘ Many of the dashes at Empire and Brigh- 
‘ton were jokes. When seventeen pacers 
- start for a half mile sprint it is plain that 
more. than half the field has positively no 
' @hance. The first five horses from the pole 
© dn the front rank of a iarge field may per- 
be considered on something like an 
* egudlity when the race is mile heats, but 
in a half miie Gash the pole horse has a lot 
the best.of it, and so far as the horses in 
the second rank are concerned they might 
ms well as in the barn, unless some tucky 
accident enabled them to find a way through 
mt -the pole. , 
.. Merely a Question of Chance. | 
In other words, to quote a disgusted er 
with whom I talked at Boston the other aay, 
“ you pay 5 per cent entrance on the purse to 
gee if you get a good start and draw a first 
rank position. If youare unlucky in either of 
those particulars you might as well beina 
yacht race with your trotter, because you 
haven't any chance.” 
‘That there will be even the slightest at- 
tempt to revive dash racing on the grand 
circuit is not deemed possible by those who 
attended the Empire and Brighton meetings, 
and it is @ sure thing that the innovation will 
not find favor elsewhere. Mile heats, three 
in five, is what attracts both horsemen and 
the public on ninety-nine tracks out of every 
hundred, taking the country as a whole, and 
while it has. been shown possible for the 
grand circuit to limit races to three heats, or 
to make some of the events twoin three, it is 
significant ‘that in all the really important 
events, such as the M. and M. at Detroit, the 
Massachusetts at Readville, and the Roger 
‘Williams at Providence, each of which Is for 
$10,000 or more, the conditions are so ar- 
ranged that a horse that draws a rear posi- 
tion for the first heat, or that happens to get 
away badly, is given another chance to show 
his worth.

a hobbler always a hobbier,” is an aphorism 


of the harness turf. No amount of care and 
training will make a pacer that has once 
worn “the straps’ forget them when it 
comes to a point in the race where his un-. 
divided attention and best speed without any 
break in it is wanted. That the hobbles 
spoll a horse for road use is plain, so that 
the pacer wearing two sets of harness is of 
practically} no use when his racing days are 
ended. One of the men who opposed the 
use of hobbles was the late J. Malcolm 
Forbes, and during his life “the straps” 
were barred at Readville. Mr. Forbes died 
last winter, and this year the hobblers are 
welcome as the flowers in May at Readville, 
of which track Mr. Forbes was one of the 
railing spirits.

Above everything else results at bridge de- 
pend on the declaration. After an experi- 
ence of many years the writer believes in 
greater freedom in no trump declarations 
than is recommended by any text book now 
in use; and in this opinion. he is supported 
by the best players of his acquaintance, all | 
of whom have been weaned from the old 
methods during the last two or.three years. 
Any expert bridge player must bear witness 
that at no trump the dealer easily has a 
great advantage in play over his adver- 
saries; while with a declared trump the re- 
verse is true. This is largely due to the fact 
that with a declared trump the adversaries 
get in their tricks as rapidly. as possible and 
neglect no opportunity to ruff each other 
and destroy the good cards held by the other 


At no trump, on the contrary, it is impera- 
tive' that the adversaries must attempt a

|FOR THE PLAYERS OF CHESS. 


Visit of Miss Jefferson of Memphis In- 
 terests Local Followers of the 

Game.

Considerable interest was excited in local 
chess circles by the visit on Aug. 23 of Miss 
Rosa Jeffergon of Memphis, Tenn., a young 
lady of real chess genius. The only player 
she contested|with while in the city was the 
writer, and after a struggle of over three 
hours it was given up asadraw. Had the 
lady not been fatigued from:a long railroad 
journey the result would undoubtedly have 
been different. | 

Miss Jefferson is a strong but not rash at- 
(tacking player and plays a tenacious de- 
fense. She is also editress of one of the 
leading southern chess columns. It is to be 
regretted that owing to the briefness of her 
visit she was unable to play a game with 
Mrs. Frank W. Lynn, whose record as a che 
player is exceptionally brilliant. While here 
she tried to arrange a telegraphic match be- 
tween the Chicago and Memphis Chess clubs. 
The sentiment in the local chess club is in 
favor of such a match, provided the expense 
to which each club would be subjected would 
be limited to $15. As Miss Jefferson proposed 
only five games a side, there is a possibility 
that this low rate may be secured. 

As an element in the Manhattan Chess club 
seem to think that the Svengalic influences of 
their impressive personalities would fail to 
work in a telegraphic chess match with the 
Chicago Chess club, to the detriment of their 
scores, several locai enthusiasts have sug- 
gested that a team of twenty players from 
each club might meet at some central point, 
such as Cambridge Springs, and fight it out 
over the board. In case this were done ab- 
solute fairness would suggest that the play- 
ers of both teams should play two games,

It was any mafh'’s fight up to the 
landing of the final punch in the Fitzsim- 
mons-Maher affair, but Munroe never had a 
look in on:Friday night. In fact, he never 
landed a blow, and acted the role of punch- 
ing bag throughout. His showing, if it can 
be termed a showing, was far below that ex- 
pected, especially as he and those behiné him 
thought, or at least tried to ‘lead the pypblic 
to believe, he would make it decidedly in- 
teresting for thechampion. His staying four 
rounds with Jeff at. Butte, his besting of Tom 
Sharkey, and the fact he had learned a 
thing or two about the fighting game, led 
‘him to beHeve he hada chance to wrest the 
title, from the ex-boilermaker. I might also 
add that he thought because of his youth, 
weight, strength, and the fact he had the 
benefit of “Kid” McCoy's teaching he 
would do all sorts of things with Jeff. But 
there was not a spot inthe fight where he 
showed any knowledge of how to hit or how 
to defend himself. His besting of Sharkey, 
slight though it was, and the fact there was 
no one in the country to give Jeffries battle, 
gave him the opportunity to fight for the 
highest honors in pugilism, and he made a 
mess of it. Had he put up any kind of a 
fight there would have.been, in the near fu- 
ture, a chance to become boss of the heavy- 
weights, as Jeff, with noone to fight, would 
retire, but even that chance ls lost to him. 


Now, what can be said of the men that had 
Jack in tow during the last few months? 
Did they or did they not know that they 
were foisting a no-account fighter on the 
public? They blew their horne so strongly 
and figured out so plainly how easily their 
protégé would whip the champion they in- 
veigled thousands of fight followers to bet 
on their man. There is no doubt matters 
shaped themselves to favor their talk. First 
Jeffries went lame and asked for a postpone- 
ment, and later requested the date of the 
contest again be changed: This looked bad 
for the big fellow, and the impression got 
abroad that he never again could get into 
condition to fight.

would not and cotild not get into condition. 
All of these stories brought friends to Mun- 
roe, and as the day of the battle drew near 
and reports were sent out as to how Jack 
was improving in the finer points of the 
game under the watchful eye of McCoy, 
things looked rosy, to some, for the ex-miner. 
All the work, and hard work at that, and all 
the teachings he received counted for naught 
when he put up his hands, and he proved the 
easiest mark imaginable. ;

THE WAR DURING THE “WEEK. * 

The great battle in the central theater of 

war seems to have begun. On Wednesday, 
Aug 24, Kouropatkin noted that the Japa- 
nes: pickets were perniciously active, es- 
pecially at Liandiansian. Liandiansian is 
about twenty-five miles southeast of Liao- 
yang, on the main road to Fengwangcheng. 
It is said to be the key to Liaoyang. But 
this may be taken with a grain of salt. The 
war correspondents, despairing of news, are 
fading back on strategical hypotheses and 
denoting almost every little ve in Man- 
ehuria as a “key.” 
During the night of Aug. 24-25 the Japa- 
nese threw up breastworks southeast of 
Liandiansian, and in the morning began the 
bombardment. They had not taken the 
place at the point where Kouropatkin’s re- 
port suddenly breaks off. They probably 
have taken the position by this time, since 
they were attacking with two divisions. 

_If this fighting develops into the long ex- 
pected decisive battle, the fate of Port Ar- 
thur will be decided. If Kouropatkin is 
whipped badly the beleaguered garrison 
eventually will have to surrender to starva- 
tion. though they have thus far gallantly de- 
ended themselves from assault. If Kouro- 
patkin' wins he can relieve Port Arthur. 
The Japanese then will have to fall back into 
Corea and fight during the remainder of the 
war to hold it. 

The Russians suffered more 
verses during the week. On Saturday, Aug. 
20, the Novik was seen in a harbor of Sag- | 
halien island.+ About 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon the Japanese cruiser Tsushima bore 
in toward the harbor.

The board of review has decided not to 
Salis a horizontal increase on personal 
‘property assessments.

So on the face of the returns there is less 
personalty in Chicago today than there was 
a year ago. That is unlikely. It is more 
probable | that there is taxable property 
which neither assessors nor reviewers have 
‘been able to unearth.

‘turn into a need of lying, of inventing extraordinary tales. In others it 


becomes a passion for writing unsigned letters, often addressed to them- 
selves: in others still, it is the madness of crime, thé :mpulsive, irresistible 
need of killing, just for the pleasure of killing, to see the features drawn

Any one comparing our street car system with those of other cities must come 
to the conclusion that we have a wretched service, many years behind the times, of which 
every citizen ought to be ashamed, and which ought to besremedied at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. The pernicious influence of this inadequate street ear system on real estate 
values is beyond calculation and has greatly: iy ge ae the market value of Chicago 
real estate in many directions. . ; 
The need of a new city charter is apparent to! any one he has given the slightest at- 
tention to the question. We have gone along as if we were still a village instead of a 
great city, and our permanent public improvements have the appearat.ce of a man who 
is run down at the heels. In order to make property valuable we must have a clean city, 
well paved streets, and fine public works—a city that is desirable to live in. The cost of 
making permanent public improvements should not be paid and maintained out of direct 
taxation, but the funds should be raised by the sale of bonds, to be paid for by future gen- 
erations. Permanent street pavements, paid for by the property owner, should be main- 
tained out of the general fund and no longer be a charge on the adjacent owner. Sewers 
and water supply pipes should be paid for out of the general fund, and not by special 
assessment, as is now the case. These burdens the property owner should be relieved 
from, and this can‘ be done only by enabling the city to raise such an amount of money 
as its wealth and position justly. require it to do for its own welfare. 
The burden of taxation on Chicago real estate has affected it harmfully. The taxpayer 
has been called upon to pay not only for the cost of the usual funotions for carrying on 
the municipal government but the direct taxation has been obliged to provide for a sani- 
tary and ship canal, for numerous schools, police and fire stations, bridges, courthouses, 
electric plants, etc. Many of these improvements should have heen paid for by the sale 
of bonds, throwing the burden, to a great extent, on future generations, and this can 
only be brought about by the adoption of an amendment to the constitution which will 
enable us to get a new charter in order that Chitago may dress itself in a garb to which

“ But,” says the commentator, “as soon 
as the public gets a chance to become suffi- 
ciently familiar with Mahler's compositions 
musical Germany will be divided into a 
Strauss and a Mahler faction; And there 
will probably be bloodshed. 

“ At present Mahler's activity as conductor 
outweighs his importance as composer, and 
in Vienna especially he is only praised and 
attacked for the iron government he exer- 
cises over the instrumental and vocal forces 


‘of the Imperial opera house. He is not only 


the first conductor, he is the director of the 
whole institution—he is the absolute master 

“There is no other will but his, and even 
the most illustrious personages near the 
throne cannot hope to interfere with Mahler’s 
ruling in favor of a susceptible songstress 
or a touchy tenor. Mahler’s word is law 
and there is no appeal, | 

“If he decides that Mme. X. shall sing 
a certain part which Mme. Y. has con- 
sidered her personal property for years, 
Mme. X. will sing and Mme. Y¥. will prob- 
ably cry, but Mahler will remain unmoved. 
To do all and everything he does for the 
best of the institution of which he is the 
head seems to be Mahler’s first and only 
principle, and even his most formidable ene- 
mies admit that he practices what he 


preaches. 

“Speaking of the Vienna opera, Mahler 
said: 

‘‘* We have no stars and cannot support 
any. While you may have some superior 
gingers in America, I think I get better sérv- 
ice out of my singers.’ a 

“As a conductor Mahler is not less re- 
markable than as the ruler of opera 
house. Of small build, he seems be the 
embodiment of nervous energy, the spirit 
triumphing over the flesh. 

‘‘ His movements when conducting are de- 
cisive and unmistakable, his eye is every- 
where over the stage and over the orchestra, 
and if any one blunders Mahler looks at him 
or her with a most uncomfortable glance. 
In fact, it seems as if electric wires were 
running from the conductor’s desk to every 
one of the performers, and the result is an en- 
semble that borders on perfection.

DDLY endush; nobody ever has been 
lynched for practical joking. Only a 
few times. comparatively, has the 
practical joker been haled to the bar 

ie of fustice for his criminal] ignorance. 
There are no plain records of conviction on 
such counts. But in this age of nervousness 
some of the methods of the practical joker | 
have become so set and hackneyed that leg- 
isiation might do worse than put some of 
into the criminal] code. 

A dangling skeleton operated by wires from 
the hidden pusition of a medical student at 
Glencoe the other day threw a sister of the 
joker into convulsions and left her life de- 
spaired of by physicians. But it was tre- 

mendously funny while it lasted. 


“ Unioaded ” Gun Most Deadly. 


With the practical joker, .whose efforts 
work lasting harm to the innocent, the un- 
loaded gun is the chief méans to his hand. 


Im most of these cases it is deadly because 


of the simple pointing at the victim; in a 
few deserved instances the joker imperson- 
ates a robber or burglar with a revolver, and 
"himself dies at the hands of the startled 
one. Society, however, still goes on burying 
such degenerated criminals with all the ben- 
efit of clergy and in consecrated ground. 

The man who recks the boat never does 
$6 unless it is loaded. The world has put 
aside hundreds of acres of burying grounds 
to his tens of thousands of victims, while it 


has gone on with compulsory vaccination for | 


the prevention of a scourge that may never 
menace the individual. Considering the 
a@verage shortness of the boating season, this 
rocker of the boat is the deadliest of the 
practical jokers. He has made widows and 
Orphans in every clime in civilization. 


Insanity from Seeing “ Ghosts.” 


The ghost worker has done his full spare 
in the filling of madhouses and sanitoria.

clare that all jokes, in one light or another. 
are practical jokes. It is only when they 
cease to be jokes 
and are apt to be regarded as quasi-criminal. 


Discomfort Essential to Joke. 


™ Read the ordinary joke, whether it be 
truth or fiction, and observe whether it be 
potentially practical or not,” is the philoso- 
phy of a Chicago reasoner. “ What is fhe 
‘Joke that you laugh at most heartily? The 
lai some person other than yourself 
orsted fO the greatest degree of dis- 
Gomfort short-of permanent injury. Ask 
wouttelf why it ie that when you see a 
man fall hard in a slippery street you laugh. 
regardiess of His hurts, while if a dray horse 
falis ever so lightly in harness your sym- 
pathy is awake in a moment. Man likes to 
gee his fellow-man disgruntied to a certain 
degree; it is part of his once savage nature, 
Which prompted him to do battle with his fe!- 
low-man at sight. If the counterfeit ghost 
of the practical joker causes the victim to 
roll Gown two flights of stairs with cnly or- 
dinary cuts and bruises, and thereafter to run

Cable Gun’s Deadly Plan.

Suggestions for efféctually stopping motor 
cars, supposed to bé traveling beyond the 
speed permitted by law, have recently been 
made by dozens. A farmer propounded what 
he called a novel idea. ‘If these fiends who 


endanger life on the publichighways by tear-— 


ing along at sixty miles an hour will not obey 
the law, they should be forced to,”’ he wrote; 
and he pertinently inquired: ‘‘ What is the 
use of making laws if the government does 
not take the necessary measures to see that 
they are kefft?"’ 

This gentleman was also aninventor. He 
had spent, he wrote, many monthsand much 
money in producing a machine which would 
bind motorists much more effectually than 
all the red tape that was ever manufactured 
—and, for that matter, ever would be. Ifthe 
government would only consent to take it up 
and insist upon its use, he would give it free, 
gratis, and for nothing. 

His invention was abthing more or less than 
an infernal machi nly a little one; a 
small box containing mechanism and a high 
explosive. This was to be fitted tothe motor, 
and officially sealed there. If the car went 
beyond ‘the allowed , the mechanism in 
the machine would bé set in motion and ring 
a bell. The bell would ring for three min- 
utes, to call the attention of the occupants to 


if they did not slow up in that time they 
would go up. for thé explosive would go off 
witha bang! . 
Delightfully ingenious! Bits of motorists 
and bits of cars would darken the sky, and 
theré: would be no, resultant bother about 
prosecutions for furious driving, or coroner's 
inquests.

As motors went fastest when on the down 
grade, he thought it would be a good thing 
to fit.all steep declines with a false surface, 
which might be of wood or other material.

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HOD CARRIERS ARE 
JOINING THE DODO. 


Wheel Bricks to the Elevators In- 
stead of Climbing Ladders with 
Load on Shoulders. 


F the hodcarrier who remarked that he 
| had nothing to do but carry bricks up a 


fourteen story buildingsand watch a man 

up there do the work was satisfied with 

conditions that existed in his line when 
that joke was sprung séveral years ago, the 
hodcarrier of today must be ¢onvinced that 
life with him is one long drawn out dream 
of uninterrupted bliss. For at the present 
time the hodcarrier doesn’t even have to 
carry up the brick. So, in the spirit of the 
joker’s argument, he has nothing at all to do. 

There are in Chicago at the present time 
about 4,000 men who make a business of 
carrying the hod. That is, they are styled 
hodcarriers, and in a general way the classi- 
fication is correct, but in a great number of 
instances the hod is a wheelbarrow. Modern 
invention has done away to a large extent 
with the old time, trough shaped burden 
loaded with bricks, which in days gone by, 
and even now on smaller buildings, was 
carted up and down ladders. Instead of this 
slow process of lifting building material 
a e the street level steam lifters are used. 
These have been common in work en tall 
structures for a long time, -and are now 
being used on smaler buildings. 

The contrivance consigts of two lifts, oper~ 
ated on the same principle as an elevator, 
and this invention performs the heavy work 
which formerly was imposed upon the hod- 
carrier. One man below ca the material 
to the lift in a wheelbarrow, while another 
removes it when it has been raised te the 
fidor on which the work is being done. One 
lift is going up while the other is coming 
down, and the system is much faster ‘and 
much lighter on workmen than the old plan 
of carrying the hod up and down a ladder. 

Thus it is that the old relic of early build- 
ing days, with its long handle and padded 
shoulder piece, has become practically ex- 
tinct around tall structures and has been 
relegated to smaller buildings in residence 
districts. The hodcarrier has lost nothing, 
however, through this revelution in his line 
of business. Hundreds of them continue to 
carry the hod and will as long as contracters 
bulld flat buildings and structures of the sort 
where height does not require speed and dis- 
tances do not prevent a laborer from bear- 


ing his burden.with satisfactery results.’ |' 


Many laborers who formerly. carried the hod 
now are.employed as helpers‘on big con-. 
tracts, receiving from 265 to 35 cents an haur.
